21. (Amended) A component of a plasma reactor, the component having one or 
more surfaces exposed to the plasma during processing, the component comprising an as- 
sprayed plasma sprayed coating on a plasma exposed surface of the component, the 
component and the coating both comprising the same ceramic material selected from the 
group consisting of alumina, yttria, zirconia, silicon carbide, silicon nitride, boron carbide 
and boron nitride, and the coating having an as-sprayed surface roughness that promotes 

- the adhesion of polymer deposits.
